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Pony makes a full recovery thanks to RSPCA

An emaciated foal that was 
dumped by the roadside in 
Chessington earlier this year 
has made a full recovery, but is 
still homeless ahead of his first 
birthday. 

The foal, originally called Twin¬ 
kle, has been renamed Twiglet be¬ 
cause of the state he was found in, 
and is now ready for rehoming 
thanks to the work of the RSPCA 
Millbrook Centre, Chobham. 

The young male pony was found 
on a footpath off Green Lane, 
Chessington, on February 21, 
weighing just 80kg and covered in 
mud and vegetable oil. 

Worried residents immediately 
phoned the RSPCA, fearing for the 
small pony’s safety. 

He was wearing a red headcollar, 
which had a dirty lead rein hanging 
down from it, but it was thought he 
was left untied and could have easi¬ 
ly wandered into the passing traffic. 

RSPCA inspectors believed he 
may have been stolen and then 
dumped when thieves released he 
had a poorly formed back and 
bandy legs. Months later, despite 
appeals for information, Twiglet’s 
abandonment is still a mystery and 
his former owners are still un¬ 
known. 

Nevertheless, Twiglet is ready to 
move on and has completed four 
months of treatment at the RSPCA 
rehabilitation centre. 

Animal care assistant Jayne 
Jones, who has been looking after 
him at Millbrook Animal Centre, 
said: “Twiglet has been castrated 
and any problems with his back 
legs seem to have sorted themselves 
out.

“He’s a great favourite at the cen¬ 
tre because of his lovely attitude 
and in the right hands he’ll eventu¬ 
ally make a great riding pony for a 
child or very lightweight adult.” 

As Twiglet is still only a year old, 
he will not be trained to be ridden 
for at least another couple of years. 

He needs a home with an experi¬ 
enced horse owner to bring out his 


full potential and is expected to 
grow to 13 hands, a medium-sized 
children’s pony, when he is fully 
grown. 

RSPCA figures for 2007 showed a 
12 per cent increase in cruelty in¬ 
vestigations and a 26 per cent in¬ 
crease in banning orders issued by 
the courts. 

South region superintendent 


John Tresidder said: “These ani¬ 
mals are the helpless victims of our 
throwaway society. 

“They’re bought on a whim and 
discarded when the novelty wears 
off.”

A psychiatric patient was left 
waiting 14 years for group 
therapy because his house fell 
on the wrong side of the bor¬ 
ough boundary by just 10 feet. 

Raymond Mills of Stanley 
Avenue, New Malden, began 
group therapy in Kingston 14 
years ago, but within weeks 
healthcare bosses told him he 
should be treated by Merton’s 
mental health trust instead. 

In May this year, Mr Mills fi¬ 
nally resumed the treatment at 
Springfield Hospital in Toot¬ 
ing, but claims he had to wait 
so long because no one he 
spoke to from St George’s Men¬ 
tal Health Trust knew the ser¬ 
vice was available. 

He also believes the wait has 
had a severe long-term effect 
on his health. 

“I feel really betrayed about 
this,” said Mr Mills. “I suffered 
abuse issues when I was 
younger, but if I had had group 
therapy, I’m certain I would 
have been able to talk about it 
sooner. Instead I was told not to 
worry about my problems and 
suppress them. 

“I picked my life back up 
again and got married, but

eventually these issues reap¬ 
peared. It was only by chance 
that I was able to talk about 
some of my problems with my 
local GP in August 2003.” 

Mr Mills claims he repeated¬ 
ly asked different healthcare 
professionals for group thera¬ 
py - a treatment he was recom¬ 
mended by a Kingston clinical 
psychologist in 1994. 

Although he received one-to- 
one therapy, he only found out 
about the group service 
through a fellow patient. 

To make matters worse, Mr 
Mills found out that group 
therapy had been available to 
Merton residents at Spring- 
field Hospital since 1991. 

He also claims information 
about the service is impossible 
to find on the trust’s website. 

A trust spokeswoman said: 
“Mr Mills has complained for¬ 
mally to the trust about his 
treatment. This has been ad¬ 
dressed through the trust com¬ 
plaints procedure and we have 
been in communication with 
him.”

Residents’ complaints in discussion 


Kingston pupils beat the nation¬ 
al average once again in this 
year’s much maligned Sats ex¬ 
aminations, amid heavy contro¬ 
versy over the accuracy of the 
results. 

The percentage of children 
achieving the Government’s 
level four target was between 
two and four points higher 
across English, maths and sci¬ 
ence than the England average, 
despite data being published 
with only 97.1 per cent of 
schools receiving their full re¬ 
sults. 

Councillor Patricia Bamford, 
Kingston Council’s lead mem¬ 
ber for education, described 
this year’s marking process as a 
“fiasco”, but added she was 
proud of the hard work put in 
by pupils and staff. 

She said: “I’m delighted with 
the results we know about so 
far, but of course I’m concerned 
about all the fuss over marking 
and inaccuracies, which obvi-

ously had children and young 
people on edge. I can’t say I’m 
100 per cent confident about the 
results because, from what I’ve 
heard over the past couple of 
weeks, some papers have been 
coming back only three-quar¬ 
ters marked. 

“I can have confidence in the 
teachers and pupils, however, 
and I want to say well done to all 
the pupils and staff who have 
worked so hard. 

“We know Kingston is a high¬ 
flying authority and you would 
expect that to continue, but it’s 
much more difficult to improve 
than it is to just stay good.” 

A record number of re-mark¬ 
ing requests are expected this 
year, after teachers questioned 
the quality of marking, al¬ 
though exams regulator Ofqual 
said the results were of a suit¬ 
able quality to publish. 


An emergency meeting is 
being arranged to look at is¬ 
sues surrounding the YMCA 
in Surbiton. 

A petition calling for the Vic¬ 
toria Road hostel to close or 
“be regulated” has been circu¬ 
lating in Surbiton and com¬ 
plaints from residents have 
been flooding on to an online 
discussion forum. 

Some residents are so con¬ 
cerned they have written to 


MP Edward Davey, who has 
vowed to meet with YMCA 
managers and local council¬ 
lors in the next few weeks. 

Contributors to the Sur- 
biton.com online discussion 
thread asked for the number of 
homeless people referred to 
the YMCA by Kingston council 
to be reduced, although the MP 
said it was unlikely that the 
numbers could be limited. 

The 122-bedroom hostel rents 


out 100 of its bedrooms to vul¬ 
nerable homeless people, in¬ 
cluding under-18s, over-60s, 
disabled people, ex-service peo¬ 
ple and former prisoners. 

Police figures show they 
were called to the building 47 
times between January and 
June 2008, which resulted in 15 
crimes being reported. 

The same period last year 
saw 52 calls and nine crimes 
reported. 


Nike keeps 
event name 

A legal battle with Nike has 
been cancelled after the two 
parties settled out of court. 

Kingston Breakfast Run or¬ 
ganiser John Lunt had 
planned to take Nike to the 
High Court on Thursday, July 
31, to stop it using his compa¬ 
ny’s name, Human Race, for its 
worldwide charity event on Au¬ 
gust 31. 

He had claimed that Nike was 
using his trading name with¬ 
out his consent and the compa¬ 
ny had refused to change it. 

But just 10 minutes before the 
scheduled hearing in front of a 
judge, a clerk passed a note to 
the court saying the matter 
had been settled. 

A spokesman from Nike said: 
“We firmly believe that the 
Nike+ Human Race event does 
not infringe anyone else’s in¬ 
tellectual property and we are 
pleased that this matter has 
been resolved. 

“We look forward to a fantas¬ 
tic event on August 31 involv¬ 
ing a million runners 
worldwide.”

Surbiton Hockey Club is send¬ 
ing a six-strong contingent and 
can boast producing the GB 
Men’s Hockey team captain. 

Ben Hawes, 27, a defender at 
the Surbiton club, made his in¬ 
ternational debut at the 2002 
Commonwealth Games in 
Manchester and scored in Eng¬ 
land’s opening win against 
Egypt in Athens four years ago. 

The GB hockey team, who are 
currently ranked eighth in the 


world, have been based in a 
holding camp in Macau, China, 
to play two practice matches 
and moved to Beijing for their 
final preparations on Sunday, 
August 3. 

Ben’s job will be to improve 
the team’s ninth place from 
Athens and their journey starts 
against Pakistan on Monday, 
August 11.

Thales gets £18m to 
help issue ID cards 


Local defence firm Thales has 
been awarded an £18m contract to 
help deliver the Government’s 
controversial identity card 
scheme. 

The firm, which has its head¬ 
quarters near Weybridge and of¬ 
fices in Chessington and Raynes 
Park, will design, build and test 
the card issuing system and a com¬ 
puterised national identity regis¬ 
ter under the four-year contract. 

Although the company would 
not comment on the programme’s 
specifics, Thales’ UK website 
details its Chessington office as 
concerned with security solutions 
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and services, with experts experi¬ 
enced in working with the biomet¬ 
ric information central to the new 
cards. 

The firm also declined to com¬ 
ment on whether extra jobs would 
be created in the area through the 
contract, or if there was concern 
within the company over possible 
protests from the public. 

The programme is due to begin 
in November, when non-EU 
foreign nationals will be required 
to carry ID cards and all foreign 


nationals wishing to enter the UK 
will need to apply for a card within 
the next three years. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP Ed¬ 
ward Davey said: “Only Labour 
would have come up with a scheme 
that will cost billions and deliver 
little or no extra security. 

“ID cards will make the poll tax 
look like a picnic, when the tax¬ 
payers’ bills come to be paid.” 

Alex Dorrian, chief executive of 
Thales UK, said: “We are delighted 
that we have been selected to deliv¬ 
er the first ID work packages 
under the National Identity 
Scheme framework.” 


Trial over

A man has denied forging a 
cheque for £24,000 to buy a 
Mercedes-Benz.

Take control after stroke 


Stroke victims are being helped 
to take control of their battle for 
independence, thanks to a 
Kingston University academic. 

The Stepping Out initiative, 
designed by Dr Fiona Jones, who 
works in the faculty of health 
and social care sciences, is being 
rolled out nationwide after a 
series of successful pilots. 

The programme, designed in 
consultation with stroke sur¬ 
vivors, carers and professionals 
working in stroke, gives patients 
more control when drawing up 
their rehabilitation plan by 
emphasising the mental aspects 
of recovery rather than focusing 
solely on regaining physical 


attributes such as speech and 
mobility. 

Dr Jones said: “Stroke is a com¬ 
plex and traumatic event that 
affects each patient to a different 
degree and a one-size recovery 
plan does not fit all. 

“One of the key elements in the 
recovery of stroke survivors lies 
in involving them in their own 
rehabilitation. 

“Stepping Out is not just about 
helping people reach physical 
milestones - it’s about helping 
them regain a feeling of control 
over their lives.”

The council has set up a blue 
badge working group to inves¬ 
tigate if a permit fraud inspec¬ 
tor should be employed to 
investigate culprits. 

The group is also considering 
hiring occupational therapists 
to decide if disabled people re¬ 
ally do need a blue badge, be¬ 
cause GPs may have been more 
lenient. 

Disability and age-related 
groups in the borough have 
been consulted and there have 
been calls for tip-offs from resi¬ 
dents about badges being mis¬ 
used. 

Councillor Eric Humphrey, 


chairman of the blue badge 
working group, said: “There 
are anecdotal suggestions that 
at Surbiton station car park 
there are cars that park there 
all day, five days a week and 
there are questions over how 
disabled they may be. 

“If there’s evidence that 
there’s a substantial revenue 
loss in car parks that may per¬ 
suade the executive that it is 
worth saving that loss.” 

The findings will be present¬ 
ed to the council in the autumn 
and the council will decide 
what action to take at the end 
of the year.

Still putting others at risk 


Kingston police breath tested 
fewer than three drivers per day 
on average during the Metropoli¬ 
tan Police’s summer crackdown 
on drink and drug driving during 
the month of June. 

Almost a third fewer drivers 
were tested compared with last 
year’s crackdown, but the num¬ 
ber of positive tests, refusals and 
failures to provide (PRFs) rose 
four percentage points to 29 per 
cent. 

Despite the figures showing a 
drop in PRFs for the under-25s by 
four percentage points, to 22 per 


cent, the same category in the 
over 25s went up six percentage 
points to 32 per cent. 

Nearly three times as many 
drivers over 25 were stopped and 
tested, compared with under-25s, 
a direct contrast to the common¬ 
ly held view of young drivers 
being more reckless. 

Kingston police Inspector Joe 
McCloskey said: “It is good that 
fewer drivers came to police no¬ 
tice, however it is still of concern 
that there are still many people 
who are willing to put others at 
risk.”

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Home-grown veg ruined 


A Teddington allotment 
holder is at the forefront of 
a drive to get a herbicide 
taken off the shelves after it 
ruined her crops this year. 

Shirley Murray, who has 
an allotment at the Royal 
Paddocks in Hampton Wick, 
has had help from Twicken¬ 
ham MP Vincent Cable in 
warning gardeners about 
the impact of manure con¬ 
taminated by the herbicide 
aminopyralid. 

The contamination has oc¬ 
curred all over Britain as a 
result of the herbicide get¬ 
ting into the animal food 
chain and gardeners spread¬ 
ing the resulting manure on 
their allotments. 

Ms Murray said her crops 
were probably affected by 
herbicide sprayed in 2006. 

She fears the same could 
happen again next year. 

Dr Cable wrote to Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Lord Rooker, 
alerting him to the problem 
and suggesting the herbi¬ 
cide was withdrawn while

the problem was sorted out. 

It has now been taken out 
of circulation while manu¬ 
facturer Dow AgroSciences 
works out what went wrong. 

Ms Murray said: “I have 
had some plants which have 
died without producing a 
crop. 

“It started early in the sea¬ 
son with potatoes and it got 
worse and worse.” 


Two jailed after 
dope farm found 


A New Malden man has been 
jailed for two years after being 
caught tending more than 200 
cannabis plants at a secret 
“factory” in Merseyside. 

Beverley Road resident Yoo 
Rim and his accomplice Yun 
Ho, from Raynes Park, were 
discovered sitting on the floor 
of a house in Southport during 
a police raid on March 3. 

Plant food, compost, 23 reflec¬ 
tive lamps and a sophisticated 
heating and lighting system 
were discovered in the house, 
along with plants capable of 
producing cannabis with a 
street value of £30,000. 

Both men were charged with 
producing cannabis and plead¬ 
ed guilty at Liverpool Crown 
Court on July 30.

Rim, 33, said he had been 
granted asylum in the UK last 
June after travelling to the 
country from China, and had 
begun working at a Korean 
food shop in New Malden soon 
after. 

He then agreed to take a job 
growing plants for £220 a week, 
plus free food and accommoda¬ 
tion, and was taken to the 
Southport house, which was 
already set up for growing 
cannabis. 

The North Korean said he 
had not realised the plants 
were cannabis, adding that 
when he asked to leave he was 
threatened with being stabbed 
before being shown how to 


water the plants. 

Ho, who was jailed for six 
months for his part in the 
crime, said he had also come to 
Britain from China. He said he 
was granted asylum in April 
last year and met Rim while 
living in Raynes Park. 

He visited Rim in Southport 
just four days before the police 
raid and said while there he 
had helped a Chinese man 
transfer some plants to larger 
pots and been shown how to 
water them, although he did 
not do so.

Buses travelling along 
Ewell Road were also stopped at

He said: “I said to my wife and 
18-year-old daughter that there 
was a bomb scare and we had to 
get out of the flat. But first they 
had to get changed, comb their 
hair.

Kingston police could not say 
more about why the vehicle was 
unsafe because of “operational 
reasons” but they are no longer 
investigating the matter.

Members of the therapy team 
of the Princess Alice Hospice 
in Esher have been building up 
their fitness following their 
registration for the hospice’s 
first Midnight Walk.

“The team provides physio¬ 
therapy, occupational therapy 
and speech therapy and its aim 
is to help maintain every pa¬ 
tient’s independence within 
the limits of their condition.” 

The Midnight Walk starts at 
midnight at Pools in the Park 
health club in Richmond, 
where it also ends as dawn 
breaks on Sunday morning.

Death-threat husband 
gets community order 


Jason Young, a New Malden 
man who threatened to 
kill his wife, has been told 
to complete 120 hours of 
unpaid work. 

Young, 36, of Blakes Lane, 
made the threats after his 
wife found out he was 
having an affair and left 
him, Kingston Magistrates’ 
Court heard on Thursday, 
July 31. 

Young sent a string of 
threatening messages and 
told his wife, Trudy Bryant, 
to “watch her back” after 
they separated on July 2. 

Young had already been 
cautioned on July 2 for 
trying to break into Ms 
Bryant’s house with a chisel 
but returned on July 11 to 
see his children. 

He threatened Ms Bryant 
and said: “Watch your back. 
Don’t sleep too well tonight, 
you might well wake up in a 


pool of blood.” 

Ms Bryant called Young 
the next day, accusing him 
of being with his mistress. 
She then received seven text 
messages in a row telling 
her it was “pay back time”. 

One read: “I’d shut up if I 
were you while you’re still 
ahead big time Charlie.” 

Young, who is an opera¬ 
tions manager for a park¬ 
ing enforcement company, 
admitted harassment and 
told the court he realised 
his actions were “unaccept¬ 
able”. 

Magistrates sentenced 
Young to 120 hours of 
unpaid work in the commu¬ 
nity and told him to pay 
costs of £70.

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Leading from the front 

Mark Learnihan is the contract manager for DC Leisure, which runs four 
leisure centres in Kingston. He is based at Kingfisher Leisure Centre 
in Kingston and spoke to ALITA HOWE about the challenge of running the 
borough’s biggest leisure centres and his passion for the job 


How long have you been at 
the centre and what did you 
do before? 

I have now been the contract 
manager for DC Leisure for 
two years. 

This is a multiple role of 
directly managing the daily 
operations of the Kingfisher 
Leisure Centre and also over¬ 
seeing the management of the 
three other DC Leisure facili¬ 
ties at Kingsmeadow Fitness 
and Athletics Centre, the 
Malden Centre and Tolworth 
Recreation Centre. 

I have previously managed 
other leisure facilities in New¬ 
bury, Hungerford, Wembley, 
Lee Valley and Salisbury. 


How did you get into the 
profession? 

From a very early age, I was 
introduced to my local swim¬ 
ming pool through my parents 
taking me swimming on a 
Sunday morning. 

My love of swimming grew 
and I was eventually lucky 
enough to captain my local 
swimming club in Salisbury 
for four years and represent 
Wiltshire for the 200m butter¬ 
fly and the 400m individual 
medley. 

After a leisure management 
and sport science degree 
at Brunei University, west 
London, in 1999, I managed 
my first leisure centre in 


Salisbury, which was the same 
swimming pool where I had 
been taught to swim more than 
two decades ago. 

What does your job involve 
on a day-to-day basis? 

A typical day will involve keep¬ 
ing up-to-date with emails and 
telephone calls. 

I also keep in close contact 
with the general managers 
who are based at the other 
three leisure centres, as well as 
the operations team at the 
Kingfisher Leisure Centre. 

I try to visit at least one 
leisure centre a day to catch up 
with the team. 

As an external contractor, I 


regularly meet my client offi¬ 
cer at the council. 

It is a unique working rela¬ 
tionship that we have with 
Kingston Council and it is 
fantastic to work with such a 
forward thinking and progres¬ 
sive council. 

How many staff have you 
got working at the centre? 

We have about 80 members of 
staff at the Kingfisher Leisure 
Centre and more than 350 staff 
who work within the Kingston 
contract.

Eco-friendly car scheme sets off

The wheels were set in motion for a 
credit crunch beating car club in Sur¬ 
biton last week. And it has pretty 
nifty green credentials to boot. 

The borough’s first on-street car 
club scheme is now up and running 
in Claremont Road, after the July 23 
launch at Surbiton station, and the 
two cars are available for residents 
and businesses to hire by the hour. 

The scheme is being operated by 
Streetcar, which already has off-street 
schemes across the borough. 

People wishing to use the scheme 
register online, pay an annual fee of 
£49.50 to join and then pay an hourly 
rate of £3.95 for a Volkswagen Polo or 
£5.95 for a Golf. The hourly rate cov¬ 
ers all insurance and maintenance 
costs , and the first 30 miles of fuel. 

Director Brett Akker said: “Street¬ 
car users can save up to £2,000 a year 
on the cost of running a car and, for 


every car we put on the road, re¬ 
search shows 20 privately owned cars 
are taken off the streets. 

“This is our first on-street bay and 
we had a fantastic response with peo¬ 
ple signing up on the day so we’re ex¬ 
cited about the potential to roll out 
the scheme across the borough.” 

Brett said he hoped a further 10 
bays will be up and running in the 
next few months. 

Kingston Council’s executive mem¬ 
ber for transport, Councillor Bob 
Steed, said the council was “delight¬ 
ed” to work with the scheme, which 
would hopefully help cut local conges¬ 
tion, parking problems and carbon 
emissions.

Q: “Is it true that detailed sex educa¬ 
tion may be made compulsory in sec¬ 
ondary schools? I’m not sure I want 
my 11-year-old daughter learning 
about sexually transmitted infections 
and so on.” 

A: Rebecca Findlay of the FPA, formerly 
the Family Planning Association, says: 
“The Sexual Health Advisory Group is 
proposing that sex and relationship 
education (SRE) becomes compulsory in 
schools, and it’s something the FPA has 
been campaigning about for years. We’ve 
no idea if it’s going to happen, it’s up to 
the Government. 

“We know that parents are very sur¬ 
prised at how little it’s taught - the only 
statutory part at the moment is the sci¬ 
ence curriculum about reproduction. All 
the good stuff that’s needed is in SRE, and 
it’s really up to schools whether they 
choose to cover it or not. 

“An 11-year-old should be learning about 
puberty, sexually transmitted infections 
and contraception, plus all about where 
local services are, not being pressurised 
into having sex, what the risks are, and 
what safer sex is. It’s really important that 
the relationship side of sex is taught too. 

“Young people today have access to in¬ 
formation that we didn’t have when we 
were young, and they need to be able to 
manage it. 

“SRE in schools means they’re getting 
the correct information in a safe, teaching 
environment.”

His campaigning father Donald 
influenced him to become involved in the political struggle himself. JONATHAN PORTLOCK reports 


Joining father’s fight for freedom 



Meeting Mandela: Dillon Woods and former South African president Nelson Mandela 


I n 1977, when Dillon Woods re¬ 
turned home from boarding school, 
he discovered that he would have to 
escape South Africa under the cover of 
night with the rest of his family. His fa¬ 
ther, Donald Woods, was editor of the 
Daily Dispatch newspaper and a vocal 
critic of the apartheid regime, as well 
as being a friend and supporter of 
Black Consciousness Movement lead¬ 
er Steve Biko. Biko had recently been 
murdered by the police. After Biko’s 
death, the government had started to 
make life difficult for the Woods. 

“It was mainly death threats by 
phone and they had killed Steve Biko,” 
Dillon says. “I can remember a lot of 
what happened, but I didn’t under¬ 
stand the context or severity of the 
danger.” 

After Dillon’s five-year-old sister was 
sent a poisonous t-shirt through the 
post, Donald Woods decided it was 
time to get his family out of the coun¬ 
try. 

“We knew the security forces were a 
loose cannon,” says Dillon. “I had 
come home for the Christmas holidays 
and a week or so after that, dad told me 
we had to leave the country” 

Dillon remembers going with his fa¬ 
ther to a house belonging to a family 
friend, where Donald dressed up as a 
priest and dyed his hair. Donald left 
that evening, while Dillon returned 
home to help prepare for the rest of the 
family’s escape the following morning. 

“My sister Jane and I packed the 
other children’s clothes. The house 
was being bugged and mum, Jane and I 
whispered all the time and the other 


children just ran with it. We left the 
house very early the next day at about 
6am.” 

Both Donald Woods and his family 
made safe escapes and arrived in Lon¬ 
don in early 1978, settling in Baker 
Street before moving to Surbiton in 
1981. 

“It was exciting, but at the same time 
disconcerting because dad had to trav¬ 
el the world to earn money,” says Dil¬ 
lon. 

Dillon was sent to St George’s School 
in Weybridge and, after finishing 
school, started to take an active role in 
the anti-apartheid movement. He 
joined the African National Congress 
(ANC) and helped raise money for 
lawyers in South Africa who were de¬ 


fending anti-apartheid campaigners. 

One of the biggest moments in Dil¬ 
lon’s life came on February 11, 1990, 
when Nelson Mandela was released 
from prison after 27 years. 

Dillon recalls watching the moment 
with the rest of his family: “We were 
watching it on TV in Surbiton and it 
was one of the most exhilarating 
things I’ve ever seen. 

“It was a massive success for Man¬ 
dela and for the South African people.” 

In April that year, Mr Mandela visit¬ 
ed Britain for a pop concert in his hon¬ 
our at London’s Wembley Stadium, 
watched by a television audience of 
hundreds of millions around the 
world. 

Dillon, who was there, fondly remem¬ 


bers the response of the crowd that 
day He says: “When Mandela came out 
to speak, he couldn’t talk for 10 min¬ 
utes because the crowd were cheering 
so much. The crowd sang the entirety 
of You’ll Never Walk Alone. The words 
to that song were never more appropri¬ 
ate.” 

The next momentous occasion in Dil¬ 
lon’s life, and for all South Africans 
who had been fighting apartheid, was 
the first multi-racial elections held in 
1994, which the ANC won by an over¬ 
whelming majority. 

Dillon became a part of the Votes for 
Freedom campaign in London, which 
raised money for voter education be¬ 
fore the election. 

“Election day abroad was April 26 


and there was a massive party in 
Trafalgar Square,” Dillon recalls. “The 
following day my dad voted in South 
Africa, where there was a long queue 
at the polling station. When they found 
out who he was they put him to the 
front.” 

Dillon also has a fond memory from 
the celebrations at Trafalgar Square. 
He says: “I handed an ANC flag to 
[Labour Party leader] John Smith who 
did a magnificent speech.” It was one 
of the last speeches the Labour leader 
made before his death. 

I asked Dillon, who moved to New 
Malden in 1996 and has been in charge 
of the Donald Woods Foundation char¬ 
ity since 2005, whether the election vic¬ 
tory for the ANC made up for the all 
the years of struggle anti-apartheid 
campaigners had to endure. His an¬ 
swer is philosophical. 

“There was a strong sense of satis¬ 
faction because of the campaign,” he 
says. “It was incredibly satisfying for 
such a long, hard-fought campaign to 
be successful against strong odds. But 
was it ‘worthwhile’? ‘Worthwhile’ is a 
hard word. Was it worthwhile for the 
700 to 2,000 people shot in Soweto?” 

However, he has nothing but praise 
for the man who became the figure¬ 
head for the struggle across the world. 

He says: “South Africa was incredi¬ 
bly fortunate to have Nelson Mandela, 
a man of such high calibre, dignity, for¬ 
giveness and leadership and who was 
able to bring people together. To this 
day, white South Africans don’t realise 
how fortunate they were to have such a 
leader.”

Cash boost for Bob

Job 

When Ford needed a sleek 
Coupe-Cabriolet version of 
their Focus, who better to 
turn to than renowned Italian 
design studio, Pininfarina? 
Andy Enright reports 

Although Ford isn’t going to score any 
points for leading the way with the 
Focus Coupe-Cabriolet, it might well 
win some plaudits for doing a very 
thorough job in developing its take on 
the folding tin top theme. For instance, 
it’s now no longer acceptable to have a 
car that features next to no luggage 
space. 

That sort of thing is all rather 2001 
and the Focus Coupe-Cabriolet coun¬ 


ters with 500-litres of room when the 
hood is up, although this does drop 
when the folding roof cartridge is in 
place. 

A full four-seater, the Focus Coupe- 
Cabriolet may not be the answer to the 
family motorist’s prayers but it’s a lot 
more practical than its fun-loving 
agenda may suggest. 

The two-piece electrically-operated 
hard top roof operates at the touch of 
a button and takes just 29 seconds, 
with no catches, latches or levers need¬ 
ing to be manhandled. 

Once stowed in the boot, the Focus 
Coupe-Cabriolet’s lines are a good deal 


more elegant, with a classic rising 
waistline and clean rear deck. 

The specially styled rear end is 
characterised by unique tail lights 
linked by a chrome strip bearing an 
embossed Focus logo to give the new 
model what Ford hopes is ‘a premium 
feel’. Inside, the car’s dashboard layout 
follows the style of other Focus 
models, but with a different colour 
scheme developed to distinguish it as a 
flagship. 

Two different colour schemes are of¬ 
fered: dark, sporty ebony/flint, and the 
warm, elegant iris/camel. 

There are three trim levels on offer - 


CC-1, CC-2 and CC-3 - but all come 
with alloy wheels, electronically 
operated and heated door mirrors, a 
Thatcham 1 Cat alarm, a CD player 
and air conditioning. 

Three engines are offered from 
launch and prices start from £16,822. 

The entry-level unit is the lOObhp 
1.6-litre Duratec, while those looking 
for a punchier petrol engine will tick 
the box for the 144bhp 2.0-litre Duratec 
unit. The 1.6-litre petrol unit provides 
0-62mph acceleration in 13.6sec, a top 
speed of 114mph and a 
combined fuel consumption figure of 
39.8mpg. 

Go for the 2.0-litre and you can ex¬ 
pect a 0-62mph time of 10.3sec, a top 
speed of 130mph and combined fuel 
consumption of 37.6mpg. 

Probably the most impressive power- 
plant in the line-up however, is the 
135bhp 2.0-litre Duratorq TDCi diesel 
which makes 60 from rest in 10.3s on 
the way to 128mph and a combined fuel 
figure of nearly 50mpg. 

Ford turned to Italian styling house 
Pininfarina to create this model, and 
you can’t really argue with the 
finished result. 

Only a fool would bet against this 
Focus becoming the biggest selling 
vehicle of its type across Europe. 

In fact, one suspects it’ll break quite 
a few records in its lifetime.
